year, would be considered for inclusion in 
the mayor's budget. But these were rejected 
last Thursday March 6. 

The meeting heard that budget savings, 
identified last year, were on track and no 
additional savings were required. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: “This budget 
strikes a balance between investment and

prudence. Sadly, Labour's pro- 
posals do neither. They wanted 
to delay relocating the town hall 
when it has been costing us 
£14 million per year and their plan 
to fund free school meals for the 
financial year, not the school 
year, is a level of incompetence 
our residents can't afford.'' 

Cllr Carlo Gibbs, from the 
Labour group, said: “We are 
really disappointed that Lutfur 
Rahman chose to block Labour's 
fully funded plans to give 
every primary school pupil free 
school meals. 


We want to give back to 
families struggling to cope with 
the rising cost of living, the 
mayor chose to prioritise rein- 
stating £600,000 of tax payer 
funding for his chauffeur-driven 
Mercedes and personal advisers.'' 

Cllr Peter Golds, Conservative 
group leader, said: “The Conser- 
vative group were disappoint- 
ed, but not surprised at the 
decision of the mayor not to 
compromise on any of his bud- 
get proposals that could have se- 
cured some degree of consensus 
across the council chamber/’

COUNCIL tax will remain frozen 
for the fourth consecutive year 
and frontline services will be 
preserved after the council adopt- 
ed the mayor’s proposed budget for 
2014/15. 


The proposals - which include relocat- 
ing the town hall to Whitechapel and con- 
tinued free homecare - went through 
with no amendments. 

A week earlier, a meeting of the council 
agreed that Labour group amendments, 
including free school meals for all 
primary school children for the financial

First choice school 
for 77% of pupils

MORE than three-quarters 
of pupils starting 
secondary education in 
September will be going 
to their first-choice school. 

The figure, of 77.5 per cent, is 
the third highest in London 
and an improvement on last 
year, when 71 per cent received 
their top choice. The London av- 
erage this year is 69.2 per cent. 

Overall, 97.2 per cent of pupils 
gained a place at one of their top 
three choice schools in Tower 
Hamlets, under the Pan-London 
Co-ordinated Admissions 
Scheme - up from 91 per cent 
last year. 

There is a rising need for 
school places in Tower Hamlets, 


as there is across the whole of 
London. 

The total number of school 
aged children in the borough is 
projected to rise by 14,000 over 
the next ten years. 

To cater for this increase, the 
council has been carrying out a 
school expansion programme. 

This series of refurbishments 
and new builds will continue 
with the completion of the new 
Bow School in June. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“Places in Tower Hamlets 
schools are highly sought after 
because of the rising pupil pop- 
ulation, but also because of the 
sheer quality of our schools. 

“Tower Hamlets has a repu- 
tation for educational excel- 
lence and parents rightly want 


their children to be educated 
here." 

Cllr Oliur Rahman, cabinet 
member for children, schools 
and families, said: “We work 
exceptionally hard to make sure 
as many children as possible get 
one of their top three choices of 
school, so the fact that more 
than 97 per cent of young 
people are in this position is veiy 
pleasing." 

Parents were sent letters on 
Monday, March 3 notifying 
them of the outcome of their 
application. Those who have not 
been allocated a place at one of 
their chosen schools have been 
invited to visit and then secure 
a place at one of the Tower 
Hamlets schools that still have 
places remaining.

Cancer review 

A REVIEW of cancer services in 
east and north London is con- 
tinuing with further consulta - 
tion taking place in April. 

A story in last week's paper 
said the decision to centralise 
some services maybe reviewed 
but Barts Health NHS Trust said 
no decisions had been made. 

A statement said: “The pro- 
gramme has been based around 
clinicians' recommendations 
for change in order to improve 
specialist cancer and cardiovas- 
cular services." 

It added: “A period of engage- 
ment will commence follow- 
ing approval of an initial 
business case, expected to be 
in April." 

The final decision is expect- 
ed to be made in the summer.

Cllr Golds continued: “In 
particular, having raised the 
issue of free school meals as 
far back as 2010, we were 
disappointed at this being 
fudged by the administration." 

At least two-thirds of 
councillors present and voting 
at last week's meeting needed 
to vote to approve the amend 
budget in order for them to 
be passed. 

This threshold was not 
reached, meaning that the 
mayor's budget went through 
unamended.

Gel help to quit smoking

RESIDENTS wanting to 
quit smoking are being 
advised to take advan- 
tage of local services to 
help them on their way 
this week. 

Wednesday, March 12 is No 
Smoking Day and stop smoking 
advisers will be promoting the 
campaign, providing free and 
friendly advice, information 


and support on local stop 
smoking services. 

Although it has decreased in 
Tower Hamlets, the borough 
continues to have among the 
highest levels of smoking and 
smokeless tobacco use in Lon- 
don with more than 45,000 
adults (24.5 per cent) compared 
to 21 per cent in London. 

Dr Sam Everington, a local GP 
and chair of NHS Tower 
Hamlets Clinical Commission- 


ing Group (CCG), said: “By 
stopping smoking you reduce 
the chances of you - and the 
people around you who inhale 
your cigarette smoke - getting 
lung cancer, heart disease, stroke 
and other related illnesses. 

“Were keen to help people 
in Tower Hamlets to under- 
stand the dangers of smoking 
and to give people who want 
to quit the tools and support to 
do so. 


“Giving up is hard, but it can 
be done. The important thing is 
to get started." 

Cllr Abdul Asad, cabinet mem- 
ber for health and wellbeing, 
said: “Tower Hamlets has a 
variety of services to suit every- 
one's needs. 

“Over the past year, local 
services have helped more than 
1,400 people quit so why not see 
how they can help you.”

Candles for Tube 
disaster victims 


CANDLES were lit for each 
of the 173 victims of the 
Bethnal Green Tube disas- 
ter during a memorial ser- 
vice at St John on Bethnal 
Green Church. 

The names of all those who 
died in the 1943 tragedy were 
read out during the service on 
Sunday, March 2. 

The station was used as a 
bomb shelter during Word War 
II, but on March 3, 1943, a crush 
at the entrance led to 173 peo- 
ple, including 62 children, dying 
and more than 90 b eing injured. 


Survivors, community leaders, 
councillors, members of the 
police, civil defence and fire 
services, and residents were 
among those who attended 
the memorial service, which 
marked the 71st anniversary of 
the disaster. 

Afterwards they laid wreaths 
on the partially finished Stairway 
to Heaven Memorial, which is 
being built in Bethnal Green Gar- 
dens in honour of the victims.

Jail for violent robbers

FOUR men who stole 
£340,000 in violent com- 
mercial robberies have 
been jailed for a total of 
more than 30 years. 

The court heard how the 
men targeted workers from a 
money transfer shop in 
Whitechapel Road as cash was 
moved from the premises. 

The first robbery occurred 
on December 5, 2011 after the 
owner left the office in his car. 
When he arrived in Manor Park, 
he was attacked and the keys 
wrenched from his hand. He 
saw at least three men who 
opened the boot of his car and 
took the bags containing cash. 

The same money transfer 
shop was targeted again on 
October 15, 2012 when an 
employee left the premises 
with £30,000 in a plain bag 


intending to deposit it at a 
nearby bank. 

For security reasons, he took 
a minicab and got out a short 
distance away from the bank 
but as he approached the bank 
he was attacked by two men 
who punched and kicked him 
before dragging the deposit 
bag from him. The robbers fled 
the scene in a waiting car. 

The attack was caught on 
CCTV and helped police build 
a picture of events which led 
them to the arrests of six men. 

Vinton Meade, 29, of Webb 


Estate, Clapton, pleaded guilty 
before the trial to his involve- 
ment in the 2011 robbery. At the 
start of the trial, which began 
on January 6, Shetu Meah, 31, of 
Colmar Close, Whitechapel, also 
admitted his involvement. 

On February 13, Akhbar Hus- 
sain, 40, of Ackroyd Drive, Bow, 
believed to have been the get- 
away driver, was found guilty 
of the 2012 robbery and Abdion 
Junior Hassan, 23, of Marlowe 
Road, Walthamstow was found 
guilty of the 2011 robbery. 

On February 27 at the Old Bai- 


ley, Meah was sentenced to 12 
years in jail, Hassan for nine 
years, Hussain for six years and 
Meade for five years. 

Two other men - Keshane 
Fairweather, 24, of Falmer Road, 
Walthamstow and Rashid Khan, 
33, of Narford Road, Hackney - 
were found not guilty. 

Detective Sergeant Holly Si- 
mon from the Met's Flying 
Squad said: “This was a terrify- 
ing act by a very calculated 
group of men who used violence 
to steal hard-earned proceeds 
from a small business.”

THE Tower Hamlets Health 
and Wellbeing Board has 
signed up to a charter 
committing them to 
improving life for disabled 
children and young peo- 
ple, and their families. 

The Disabled Children's 
Charter for health and well- 
being board was developed 
by the Every Disabled Child 
Matters campaign and the 
Children's Trust. 

Signing the charter means the 
board - a partnership between 
the council and health services 
- pledges to meet seven commit- 
ments within one year. 

They include: 

■ engaging directly with dis- 
abled children, young people 
and parent carers 

■ setting strategic outcomes for 
partners to meet 

■ promoting early intervention 
and smooth transitions 


between children and local 
adult services. 

The council was recently 
recognised for its work improv- 
ing the lives of young people and 
their families when the Integrat- 
ed Service for Disabled Children 
was shortlisted for a London 
Government Chronicle award. 

The team responds to a wide 
range of needs, bringing to- 
gether services across social 
care, education, health and 
voluntary organisations. 

It has been successful in 
providing a range of parenting 
programmes, encouraging a 
positive environment for 
families' health and emotional 
wellbeing. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman, who 
chairs the health and wellbeing 
board, said: “We have made a 
commitment to address the 
needs of disabled children, 
young people and their families.

BARTS Health is asking for 
your help in supporting us 
to see as many people in 
our hospitals and clinics 
as possible by making 
sure that you attend your 
outpatient appointment. 

To help us achieve this we 
have Introduced changes to our 
outpatient rules. 

People who do not let us 
know that they cannot attend 
an appointment will be 
referred back to the care of 
their GP. In addition, if you need 
to rearrange your appointment 
you will only be able to do this 
once; if you request to change 
your appointment for a second 
time you may also be referred 
back to your GP. 

Every year around 12 per cent 
of patients across Barts Health 
miss their appointments 
without letting the clinic know 
that they will not be able to 
attend. This stops other people 
who also need an appointment 
from being offered it and costs 
the NHS £160 each time. 

If you know you cannot 
attend your appointment please 
let us know as soon as possible 
by calling the phone number on 
your appointment letter. 

Doing this will mean you 
help enable us to offer your ap- 
pointment to someone else who 
will really benefit.

Cyclists told: stop 
for pedestrians

AS the weather cheers up, 
the borough’s parks are 
springing into life thanks 
to the dedicated work of 
the council’s Green Team. 

The service's 20 gardeners are 
responsible for the mainte- 
nance and cleaning of 160 parks 
and open spaces. They have 
spent the winter making sure 
that the parks look clean, attrac- 
tive and are safe for park users. 


Responsibilities for the team 
include grass cutting, planting, 
flower bed maintenance, unlock- 
ing and closing of the park 
gates, and checking play 
structures for damage. The 
team also provide specialist 
care of the bowling greens 
around the borough. 

The team have recently tak- 
en delivery of eight new caged 
vehicles designed to improve 


their efficiency in dealing with 
issues in the parks and trans- 
porting material and staff be- 
tween parks.

POLICE mounted an oper- 
ation outside Shadwell 
Underground station on 
Cable Street, speaking to 
cyclists who fail to stop for 
pedestrians. 

On February 14 and 28, offi- 
cers were stationed outside the 
Tube station, stopping and 
speaking to cyclists about their 
behaviour. 

The operation was initiated 
following complaints to the 
council's road safety team by 
residents about cyclists disre- 
garding pedestrians along the 
cycle paths on Cable Street. 

Offences can result in a fixed 
penalty notice (FPN) being 
given - so far, 20 FPNs have been 
handed out and more than 35 
cyclists spoken to. 

Sergeant Vicky Groves said: 
“Since starting this operation we 
have seen an improvement in 
cyclists' behaviour towards 
pedestrians. While engaging 
with the cyclists we are trying 
to convey the message of 
safety and tolerance of all road 
users, including pedestrians. 
The feedback we have received 
from the local residents has 
been extremely positive.'' 

Deputy Mayor Cllr Ohid 
Ahmed said: “Cyclists need to 
be mindful of pedestrians even 
when on a cycle path. We will 
continue to work with the 
police on road safety.'' 

Cyclists were reminded that 
they must give priority to pedes- 
trians on shared paths, give 
them space, and ride consider- 
ately at all times. 

They should not ride on foot- 
paths or pavements except 
where designated for cycling. 

When using segregated 
tracks, cyclists must keep to 
the side intended for them as 
the pedestrian side remains a 
pavement or footpath. 

Care should be taken when 
passing pedestrians, especially 
children, older or disabled 
people, and allow them plenty 


of room. And they should always 
be prepared to slow down and 
stop if necessary.

On Thursday Teri Terry, also 
a teen author, visited the school 
to give a talk to 240 pupils in 
year 8 about her Slated trilogy.

Procurement is way to GO

THE council has been 
shortlisted for a national 
award for the procure- 
ment work it has under- 
taken to deliver social care 
services in the borough. 

Tower Hamlets has reached 
the finals of the national 
Government Opportunities (GO) 
Excellence in Public Procure- 
ment Awards 2014/15 in the 
category for GO Procurement 
Innovation or Initiative of the 
Year Award for health and 
health-related organisations. 

The nomination was for the 
work the council has done in 


promoting the development of 
a consortia made up of local 
third sector organisations that 
are able to bid competitively for 
social care tenders; it has further 
developed ways of procuring 
services that enable and support 
successful consortia tenders. 

The initiative included chang- 
ing both the council's internal 
procurement procedures and 
processes, and the way the 
council engages with local 
social care providers. 

The council has so far 
completed three major 
procurement exercises resulting 
in successful services being 
commissioned which have 


provided greater benefits to 
local people and added value for 
the council. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“This is a fantastic recognition, 
especially given the record 
level of competition from across 
the UK for these awards.” 

Grahame Steed, lead judge in 
this year's awards, said: “This 
year's submissions into the 
National GO Awards demon- 
strated the incredible breadth 
and depth of activity, innovation 
and commitment across the 
sector.” 

The National GO Awards 
2014/15 will be held in Birm- 
ingham on March 19.

A lot of things have changed in Tower Hamlets since East End Life was first published in 1993. Our 
history writer, John Rennie, has been working on the paper since its early days. Here he looks at the 
East End between 1993 and now and how reports of the borough's demise were greatly exaggerated. 


PERHAPS one of the most prescient 
takes on the future of the East End 
comes in the 1980 movie The Long 
Good Friday, starring Bob Hoskins 
as a 1960s vintage gangster trying 
to go legit in the emerging yuppie 
era. You might think of the Krays, 
had they been able to stay under 
the police radar in time to recycle 
their ill-gotten riches. 

Hoskins' character, Harold Shand, takes 
a troupe of potential American backers 
(mafia of course) on a boat trip round the 
Isle of Dogs, pointing to the post-industrial 
decay and talking about the development 
possibilities. This will be a boomtown, he 
promises. A glittering new London of 
homes, shops and offices emerging around 
the hub of... a London Olympic Games. 

The Americans in the movie look dubi- 
ous, while the British cinema audiences 
laughed in disbelief. Few cinema-goers, 
even the Londoners, knew much about what 
was the world's biggest complex of docks 
- hundreds of acres of what had once 
been the beating heart of London's econ- 
omy, now being left to rot. To imagine this 
wasteland as the new business heart of Lon- 
don was beyond fiction and into the 
realms of fantasy. 

But within a couple of years, Margaret 
Thatcher's Environment Secretary, Michael 
Heseltine, would launch a series of tax 
breaks, aimed at building a new London east 
of the City, and we'd have to learn to call 
it 'Docklands'. 

Visions sometimes take a while to be re- 
alised, though, and by the time East End 
Life was launched in November 1993, tum- 
bleweed was blowing (metaphorically at 
least) through the impressive new marble 
canyons of Canary Wharf. 

Developers Olympia and York had built 
a new city, but nobody had come. Docklands 
was a white elephant. 

The borough in which it was situated 
meanwhile, had seen a steady drain of pop- 
ulation since the beginning of the 20th cen- 
tury. In 1901, there had been 600,000 
residents in the old boroughs that make up 
the modern-day Tower Hamlets. 

By the time of the 1991 census, there were 
just 161,000. Was the East End in terminal 
decline?

We worry a lot about overcrowded Lon- 
don these days, but falling city populations 
are a bigger disaster. The rateable, taxable 
base collapses, making local services im- 
possible to maintain. Schools cannot fill their 
classrooms, and of course local shops and 


businesses see their income collapse. (Top& above) 

But often, you don't know you're at the Canary Wharf, 
bottom until you look back. And through rising from post- 
the 1990s, the East End began to recover, industrial decay 
The Isle of Dogs had long seemed cut off like East India 
even from the rest of the East End, with poor Dock in 1971

public transport links - how was anybody 
to get to Canary Wharf? 

But in the late 80s, the new Docklands 
Light Railway snaked along long-abandoned 
rail beds and onto the Isle of Dogs. Soon, 
the DLR would be heading up to Bromley, 
Bow and Stratford, and knitting east Lon- 
don together again. 

In 1993, the Limehouse Link tunnel was 
built, allowing cars swift access from the 
east and Essex into the City. And by the end 
of the 90s, the Jubilee Line Extension 
would link the East End to Stratford in the 
east, and west to London Bridge, Waterloo 
and west London. Fortunately, perhaps, the 
East Cross route, a motorway scheme that 
would have sped vehicles around the cap- 
ital, while laying waste to Victoria Park, was 
abandoned. 

Fleet Street had started its journey east 
with the migration of News Internation- 
al to Wapping in the late 80s. By the mid- 
90s, Canada Square had become the new 
Fleet Street, with Mirror Group Newspapers, 
the Independent and the Telegraph all mov- 
ing in. Increasingly too, the Isle of Dogs 
would be a new City of London, with ten- 
ants including Barclays, HSBC, Citigroup and 
JP Morgan Chase.

TYPE 'Tower Hamlets 1993’ into 
Google, and one story fills the front 
page of results... over and over 
again. ‘Shock as racist wins council 
seat’; ‘Tower Hamlets fights back

against BNP’; ‘Shock result 
Millwall by-election’. And the 
name of Derek Beackon peppers 
the page. 

Photographs from the night of ^ 
September 16, 1993 show the un- 
employed lorry driver from Wap- 
ping looking slightly dazed in a db 
blizzard of flashbulbs. 

If he was shocked, how did Labour 
and the Liberal Democrats, who had 
considered Tower Hamlets by-elections 
a tight, two-way fight (with the Tories 
making up the numbers) feel about 
the result? 

The 1990 by-election had seen 
Labour just hold off the Lib Dems. By 
1992, the BNP made its first appearance 
chipping away at both the parties with 
657 votes. The 1993 breakthrough 
stunned local politicians - Beackon 
polling 33.8 per cent of the ballot, 1,480 
votes, just seven ahead of the Labour 
candidate. But perhaps we should 
have seen it coming. 

“The British people have had 
enough," declared Beackon in a res- 
olutely predictable victory speech. 

“Were going to take our coun- 
try back." Outside the polling sta- 
tion, a hundred or so BNP supporters 
celebrated by throwing bottles at a group 
of Anti-Nazi League protesters. 

Racial attacks had been increasing steadi- 
ly in the years leading up to Millwall. In 1992, 
there were 7,734 such incidents reported in 
England and Wales. Figures are notorious- 
ly hard to pin down - different police forces 
logging the same offence in different ways, 
the reclassification of attacks as racial' 
rather than simply violent, the unwilling- 
ness of some victims to come forward could 
all skew the numbers. 

But some stats made grim reading - 
such attacks up 76 per cent since 1988, and 
in Tower Hamlets (where a third of the 
161,000 population were non-white), 475 
racial attacks reported the previous year. 

Just a week before the election, 17-year- 
old Ouddus Ali was attacked by eight men 
and a white woman as he walked to return 
a film to his local video store. Kicked into un- 
consciousness as he lay screaming on the 
pavement, Ali was in a coma for four 
months. Interviewed years later, his youth- 
ful ambitions to join the police thwarted by 
the legacy of his injuries, Ouddus still had 
no memory of the attack. 

Two nights after, on September 10, at a ral- 
ly outside Ouddus 's hospital, organised by 
Asian and black leaders, demonstrators 
pelted police with stones and bottles. Twen- 
ty-six officers were hurt. 

The following Saturday night, 30 or so skin-

heads headed down Brick Lane, not for a cur- 
ry but to threaten local people and smash 
shop windows. Locals questioned the com- 
mitment of the police to dealing with the 
attacks. Fair or not, there was a longstand- 
ing suspicion in the East End of the Met's at- 
titude to racial violence - older residents 
would point to the massive police presence 
protecting the Blackshirts as they marched 
down Cable Street in October 1936. 

Many politicians were not exactly help- 
ing. Winston Churchill, a politician who 
shared his grandfather's name, if not his po- 
litical heft, had made a speech months be- 
fore calling for a halt to the “relentless flow 
of immigrants"; Margaret Thatcher had 
talked about Britain being “swamped by an 
alien culture". And at a local level, a contro- 
versial campaign by the Liberal Focus Team, 
who were then running the council, back- 
fired badly. 

The late eighties and early nineties were 
to have been the dawn of the new Docklands. 
The Limehouse Link had been built and lux- 
ury flats were mushrooming on the Isle of 
Dogs. The only problem was they were fail- 
ing to sell. Tower Hamlets Council took the 
decision to rehouse residents from the St Vin- 
cent Estate within the empty properties in 
Millwall. A pragmatic use of empty properties 
but the Liberals presented it as favourable 
treatment on grounds of race in the run-up

to the by-election. 

A by-election Beackon won, ushering in 
months of chaos, as the new councillor de- 
clared that he would only be working for cer- 
tain of his constituents (the white ones), while 
council officers refused to work with him. 

Most East Enders were understandably ap- 
palled that their area was becoming syn- 
onymous with racial discord, and it was in 
this Tower Hamlets that East End Life was 
launched on November 25, 1993 - “a bright 
new colourful newspaper to bring a positive 
image of east London", as the press release 
of the day had it. PR? Perhaps. But then there 
were a lot of good news stories that were be- 
ing ignored. So what was in that first issue?

Chrisp Street Market was to get a fiymil- 
lion facelift (it had been a long time since 
the Festival of Britain in 1952). Watney Mar- 
ket's notorious 1960s tower block Gelston 
Point was to be felled and replaced at a cost 
of £23m. TV naturalist David Bellamy opened 
the Soane Centre in Tower Hamlets Ceme- 
tery Park, the old Albion Brewery at Mile End 
was to be redeveloped as a Salisbury's su- 
permarket, and ground was about to be bro- 
ken on the long-awaited Jubilee Line extension 

Some stories never change. Veteran local 
MP Peter Shore was arguing that 'exam 
league tables don't tell the whole story'. 
And educationalists argued that Tower 
Hamlets' schools had particular challenges... 
and opportunities. 

Twenty one years on. What has changed? 
The far right hasn't deserted Tower Hamlets 
- they never will in a unique part of London 
that has ever been the first port of call for 
immigrants to the country. The attempts of 
the English Defence League to march through 
the borough recently, though, feels almost 
like a ritual nod to the past. For this was where 
the BNP and the National Front had marched. 
And before them the Blackshirts and - a cou- 
ple of centuries before that - the Gordon Ri- 
oters attacked and killed their neighbours 
merely for having the temerity to be Irish. 

The past? Because London is now unar- 
guably a multicultural city. Tower Hamlets

may have a third of its population of 
Bangladeshi birth or heritage, (32 per cent 
against 42.5 per cent white ethnic) but this 
looks less remarkable in a London where only 
45 per cent of the population are now white. 

Of course figures from a census can only 
give a snapshot of the past. How many Bul- 
garians and Romanias now call Tower Ham- 
lets home? How many bearded and skinny 
jean wearing hipsters have settled in Beth- 
nal Green in the last few years? 

And so much else has changed in London 
in the last 21 years. Who would have predicted 
in 1993 that the capital's second language 
would be Polish, or that by 2014 around 
400,000 French citizens would be tolerat- 


ing Anglo-Saxon cuisine and calling 
London home. 

Former Parisian Christophe Bouilly drives 
from his Bow flat into Nine Elms every day, 
placing orders at New Covent Garden mar- 
ket for the London restaurant trade. 

He has a wife and two small children, and 
no regrets about moving from Paris to Lon- 
don. “Ask most French who live here and they 
will say the same. They love the diversity of 
London, the acceptance of difference, the lack 
of conformity. Paris is a multicultural city, 
but far less integrated and with far greater 
tensions than London, I think. And I like food! 
I can eat anything I want in London - Asian, 
African, South American, even French if I 
choose. To me, London has always felt relaxed.'' 

The truth is that after a near century of 
declining population, the East End is a place 
where people want to live. 

Extremism will always be here - whether 
it's white fascists attacking Asians for the 
colour of their skin, or Islamic extremists at- 
tacking people for the immodesty of their 
garb or their choice to drink alcohol, but per- 
haps we notice them so much because 
they are so rare. 

The story of East End Life over the past 21 
years, like decades and centuries before, has 
been our remarkable ability to welcome, ab- 
sorb and continually redefine what the East 
End is... and what it is to be an East Ender.

And if the south east of the borough was 
booming with the help of tax breaks and 
massive infrastructure projects, the north 
west was evolving too, in a rather more or- 
ganic fashion. 

Whitechapel, Spitalfields and Shoreditch 
had been poor but bustling areas hard on 
the shoulder of the City in the early years 
of the 20th century. But as the Jewish pop- 
ulation dispersed and the rag trade died 
away, these most urban parts of the bor- 
ough had a rather sad and neglected air by 
the early 90s. 

Even with the influx of Bangladeshi im- 
migrants, it was if there weren't quite 
enough people to fill the buildings. 

If the developers had had their way, 
most of the fabric of the area would have 
been swept away Only a determined cam- 
paign by the Spitalfields Historic Buildings 
Trust saved Fournier Street and the other 
terraces of weavers' houses off Brick Lane 
in the the 1970s. 

The crumbling Victorian buildings of Brick 
Lane itself, and the council blocks to the east, 
were less likely to be taken up by incom- 
ing middle class campaigners but, as so of- 
ten, the impetus came from within the 
community. Brick Lane had long been the 
place to go for a cheap curry, but it now be- 
came transformed into the bustling 
'Banglatown'. 

And as the new millennium dawned, 11 
acres of dead space at the heart of Brick Lane 
became one of the most important sites in 
the rebirth of the East End. The Truman 
brewery had once been the biggest brew- 
ery in the world. Now it was reborn as a 
maze of independent shops, markets, gal- 
leries, bars, restaurants and small business- 
es. With cheap floorspace, right on the edge 
of the City, Spitalfields became a magnet 
to young artists and start-up businesses. 
The extension of the East London Line com- 
pleted the job, with a glittering new 
Shoreditch station rising from the rubble 
of the old Bishopsgate terminus. 

As for the heartland of the East End... the 
borough with an ageing population, and 
that everybody wanted to leave by the 1980s

is where everybody seemingly wants to live 
today. The low of 165,000 has risen to a pop- 
ulation of around 250,000 today, with a 
higher proportion of under-40s than the 
London average. 

We're packed in... 12,000 East Enders per 
kilometre. And 58 per cent of us live in so- 
cial housing against a London average of 
25 per cent. And unemployment in Tower 
Hamlets is 12.7 per cent against a London 
average of 7.6. 

The main threat for East Enders now is 
that they're being priced out of their own 
area. How many young, third generation 
Bangladeshi residents in Whitechapel can 



afford to buy apartments in the glass 
towers mushrooming around Shoreditch 
High Street? 

Like Canary Wharf before, much of the 
development seems to be for rich incom- 
ers. But the shape of the East End is ever- 
changing. Perhaps the focus is shifting east- 
ward again. If Harold Shand could get his 
Olympics, then anything's possible. 

Maybe 'East Village' - rising on the 
Olympic Park site - will provide affordable 
housing for East Enders? Only one thing is 
sure. Reports of the death of the East End, 
circulating widely in the early 90s, were 
greatly exaggerated.

important part of his work from 
the 1970s, when he worked with 
specialist printers and publish- 
ers internationally, to meet a 
growing demand for his art.

Eating out, eating in 




Treats await those willing 
to play the waiting game

THE Jamaican Maroons are 
descended from Africans who 
fought and escaped from slavery 
and established free communities 
in the mountainous interior of 
Jamaica during the long era of 
slavery on the island. 

African slaves imported during the Span- 
ish period may have provided the first run- 
aways, apparently mixing with the native 
Arawak people that remained in the coun- 
try. Many gained liberty when the English 
attacked Jamaica and took it in 1655, and 
subsequently runaways were referred to 
as 'maroons'. 

Why you may ask, am I giving you this 
potted history when I'm supposed to be talk- 
ing about food? Well, it's an introduction 
to a restaurant based deep in the heart of 
Tower Hamlets on Commercial Road that 
has taken this name. 

On the day that I visited it was a little qui- 
et for a lunchtime with the proprietor hav- 
ing to open up the restaurant side of the 
premises. There appears to be a thriving 
take-away service, with a steady flow of cus- 
tomers passing through the doors. 

The restaurant itself is well appointed 
with seating on two levels and set up for 
musical entertainment as evidenced by the 
presence of a small stage with a microphone 
and organ. Interestingly, or at least to me, 


a large pile of classical CDs gives a hint of 
a less than typically tropical approach. 
The menu is made up of traditional 
Caribbean fare with a selection of jerks, cur- 
ries, rotis and patties. 

Our server offered us our menus and ad- 
vised us of the lunchtime special of two 
courses of either a starter and main or a 
main and a dessert for £7.80, weekdays from 
12.30-2.30pm of a shorter menu of four 
starters, four mains and desserts. 

We decided to order from this menu and 
my pescetarian friend was helpfully offered 
the additional choice of a fish main option, 
not part of the standard lunchtime meal, 
and I ordered a cumed lamb dish. Both came 
accompanied by rice. We also agreed that 
the carrot cake was too good an offer to 
refuse. Up to this point, our service would 
pass muster. However, service-wise, things 
started to go downhill. 

Generally, when one goes out for lunch 
these days, an implied part of the deal is 
that the whole repast can be completed in- 
side an hour. On this occasion, this did not 
appear possible. We waited. And waited. 

Our drinks arrived - a cup of builders' tea 
for her and a herbal tea pour moi. And still 
we waited. 

The food once it arrived was not bad. My 
lamb was not spicy enough for me but, as 
I am partial to stronger flavours, probably 
means it was about right. The meat was 
tender and fresh. The same couldn't be said 


for my rice, which to my palate it was not. 

My luncheon partner's fish dish was very 
tasty. Often fish in Caribbean restaurants 
can be overcooked but this was delightful. 

Mains completed we awaited our dessert. 
We waited and waited. Eventually we had 
to leave and, although we were offered our 
dessert to take away, only one materialised. 

Maybe we arrived on a bad day. The chef 
did a pretty good job once the food was pre- 
sented but that was marred by slow ser- 
vice and not keeping us informed of what 
was happening. Saying all this, we decid- 
ed we would visit again in a few months 
to see if service has improved. 

The bill came to £25.

Ingredients 

200g golden castor sugar 

200g self-raising flour 

isog vegetable oil (sunflower/rapeseed) 

200g carrots, peeled and coarsely grated 

3 eggs 

1 tbsp mixed spice 
1 tsp bicarbonate of soda 
Half tsp salt 
Juice of 1 orange 

For frosting: 

250g Philadelphia soft cheese 
75g golden icing sugar 
Zest of half a lemon

Method 

1. Preheat oven to i8o°C. Sift the flour, mixed 
spice, bicarbonate of soda and salt into a 
bowl and set aside. 

2. In a separate large bowl, place the sug- 
ar, eggs and vegetable oil and whisk until 
pale and fluffy. 

3. Slowly fold the carrots and orange juice 
into the egg mixture, then fold in the flour 
mixture. The trick is to retain as much of 
the air whisked into the eggs mixture as 
possible. 

4. Pour the mixture out evenly between 12 
muffin cases and place in the oven for 20- 
25 mins until risen and golden brown in ap- 
pearance. Remove from the oven once 
cooked and place the cupcakes on a cool- 
ing rack. 

5. Meanwhile, beat together the soft cheese, 
zest and icing sugar until smooth and 
creamy. Cover with cling film and chill un- 
til the cupcakes have completely cooled. 

6. Pipe or spread the cooled cupcakes with 
the cream cheese frosting.

MORE than 100 rundown 
properties on the Ocean 
Estate in Stepney will be 
replaced with 225 new 
sustainable apartments 
and maisonettes, as part 
of the final stages of 
regeneration and rede- 
velopment on the estate. 


The council approved plans 
for the scheme at a planning 
committee meeting on Febru- 
ary 25. 

Housing association and 
social regeneration charity East 
Thames will manage the 
development, which features 
homes with one to five 
bedrooms. The properties will 
be available for affordable 


rent, shared ownership and 
outright sale. 

Overlooking a park, the 
homes will be constructed 
with modern energy-saving 
features. 

The £220 million regeneration 
of the Ocean has created more 
than 800 new homes and 
refurbished more than 1,000 
council homes to date. 


Delivered in partnership with 
East Thames, the council and 
Bellway Homes, the project has 
seen the transformation of the 
Stepney area. 

Neil Baron, East Thames' head 
of regeneration, said: “The 
development will not only 
provide new homes but will 
enhance the already thriving 
community on the regenerated 


estate. It will have a positive 
and lasting impact on the 
Stepney area.” 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said:

and only one pointing down. 
Violets have three petals point- 
ing up and two pointing down. 

Both are hardy annuals that 
need watering regularly and 
need to be planted in moist, 
well-drained soil. Make sure 
you remove faded or dead 
flowers to prolong blooming and 
encourage more flowers. 

Pansies and violas are two of 
the easiest instant colour plants 


for this time of year and are 
much loved by broadcaster and 
gardener, Esther Rantzen. 

“I love pansies for their soft 
colours, all the shades of blues, 
purples and golds, and for their 
faces, turned down, as if in 
contemplation,” she said. 

“They look fragile, but in fact 
are tough and can survive any- 
thing except the burning sum- 
mer heat, and seed themselves 
and return, year after year.”

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents' Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning policy 
was introduced in Tower Hamlets in the late 
1990s to help reduce traffic congestion and 
better manage the limited supply of on-street 
parking spaces. This initiative also helps to 
reduce the level of air pollution from motor 
vehicles and encourages more people to 
walk, cycle and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help you 
get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be able 
to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's blue 
badge or are eligible under the Permit Transfer 


Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at social rented 
housing residents. The criteria for the PTS is as 
follows: 

1. applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit per 
household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car parking 
permit for at least 1 year prior to moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible under 
the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof of 
PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including a 
duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes or 
housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 1 0 scratchcards per year. For permit
